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section have virtually cut off the entire north- 
west, and have tied up-traffic on half a dosen 
transcontinental railroads. Thaws in the 
mountains have caused avalanches and snow 
slides that have swept away mountain towns 
and sections of railroad tracks from Nevada 
to British Columbia. Fioods also have caused 
widespread damage. 

In the Cascade mountains in Washington 
two Great Northern trains were buried by an 
avaianche. Twenty bodies were recovered 
and scores are injured or missing. 

The exact number of deaths caused by 
avalanches in the Rockies, in Idaho, and in 
western Montana probabry will not be known 
until the summer sun melts the great masses 
of show and ice in the cafion into which 
several mining towns were swept. 

Four transcontinenta) lines into Washing- 
ton and Oregon are blockaded. Only one 
railroad is operating into Salt Lake City. 
West of Utah the Southern Pacific and West- 
ern Pacific Hnes have been cut by swollen 
mountain streams. 

In Ohio river floods have made 2,000 home- 
less. 


TWO TRAINS OVERWHELMED. 

Seattle, Wash., March. 1—[S8pecial.}— 
Sweeping down the steep ‘mountainside on 
the west slope of the Cuscades at dawn this 
morning, an avalanche of snow overwhelmed 
two Great Northern trains, three locomo- 
tives, four huge electric motor engines, and 
brought death to more than a score of per- 
sons, pccording to reports from Wellington, 
a station near the scene of the disaster. 

Most of the dead are believed to have been 
passengers on the west bound Great North- 
ern express bound from Spokane to Seattle, 
which has been'stalled in the mountains since 
last Thursday. They were asleep when the 
glide came. 

The other train was the transcontinental! 
fast mall, which carried no passengers. 
Twenty bodies have been recovered, fifteen 
or twenty are injured, and twenty-five are 
missing. The two trains were under the 
charge of Conductors Parzybook and Pettit, 
both of Everett. The fate of the train crews 
is not known, 


Private Car Is Buried. 

The private car of Bupt. O'Neill of the west- 
ern division of the Great Northern was at- 
tached to the express and buried with the 
reat of the train. 

It is feared A. E. Loneeey | private secre- 
tary to Supt O'Neill, is among the dead. 
O'Neill, who has been directing the fight 
againet the snow blockade for the last ten 
days, was not in gett hie ed ngs 
caped injury.

As soon a word Of the disaster reached 
Everett, the Great Northern division point, 
100 miles west, a rescue train with physiciahs 
and nurses started for the scene. This was 
followed by a second rescue train carrying 
undertakers, wrécking outfits, and laborers, 
which left Everett at 8 o'clock tonight. 

As sections of the railroad track have been 
carried away, farther down the mountains, 
the rescuers could only get within fifteen 
miles of Wellington, and had to make the 
rest of the distance from Scenic, a station 
1,000 feet below the tunnel, by foot through 
the mountains. By making a train they can 
cut this distance to three miles. 


Sweeps Down Mountainside. 

The avalanche swept down the mountain 
side shortly after 4a. m. It wes haifa mile 
long. The trains and locomotives were buried 
by the débris and it was six hours after the 
avalanche before the rescue parties, made up 
from workers sent to attack the snow drifte, 
located them. 

Reports received here tohight say that the 
Great Northern power house whichfurnishes 
electric power to operate trains throug 
Cascade tunnel and for the station and water 
tank was swept away by the avalanche and 
the railroad boarding house was wrecked. 


Appeal of Passengers Denied. 

The Spokane express had been stalled at 
Wellington since last Thursday. The passen- 
gers have been eating at the railroad board- 
ing house and at nearby cottages, but have 
returned to the Pullman cars at night. Two 
days ago several: passengers, fearing a 
catastrophe of this kind, asked Supt. O'Neill 
to have the train moved back into the Cas- 
cade tunnel, where it would be protected. 

Mr. O'Neill is said to have declared that 
the train was perfectly safe on the siding at 
Wellington and ordered it left there. 

Reports of the number of passengers ma- 
rooned on the train vary. The railroad com- 
pany asserts there were only thirty persons 
on the train, but men who, tired of the delay, 
walked out over the snow to Skyhomish, 
where they could get à train, say that more 
than sixty were on board. 

Besides the passengers several trainmen 
and laborers are supposed to be among the 
dead or injured 


Roads Still Tied Up. 


Ogden, Utah, March 1.—Transcontinental 
traffic by way of Ogden is as completely tied 
up as ever before in the history of the coun- 
try. The flood situation on the Southern Pa- 
cific west of here remains unchanged. There 
is little lkelihood that traffic will de re- 
sumed within the next. twenty-four horrs. 

At Battle Mountain, Winnemucca, and Car- 
tin, Nev., washouts are taxing the capacity 
of the reconstruction forces. 

Through traffic on the Oregon Short line 
was suspended today, but will probably be 
resumed tomorrow. Several stretches of 
track between Glenns Ferry and Nampa, 
Idaho, were washed away last night. 

The Denver and Rio Grande is the only 
road entering Ogden that reports through 
trains in operation. While no definite report 
has been received by officials of the Western 
Pacific, it is known that the tracks of the 
road have gone out in several places in 
Nevada. 


Floods Make Thousands Homeless. 

Cleveland, O., March 1.—Fully 2, 000 persons 
are homeless tonight in Ohio as a result of 
the flood, which is still sweeping over the 
state. At Zanesville alone 1,000 are reported 
as having been driven from their houses, 
The public buildings are crowded with retu- 
gees, who are being fed by the city authori-

STATE JOINS C. S.

Illinois Forces, Reinforced by 
Grocers and Butchers, 
Support the Fed- 
eral Attack. 


MOXLEY IS ONE TARGET. 


-Moonshiner Tells Officials Con- 
gressman Fills Secret Or- 
ders and Protects 
Customers. 


Manufacturers of oleomargarine, big and 
little, were attacked by the forcee of law 
from all sides yesterday. The state took a 
part, the United Grocers and Butchers’ asso- 
ciation disclosed its hand of antagonism, and 
the United States government began digging 
deeper into the situation to learn the rela- 
tionship existing between the big manufac- 
turers and the “ cleo moonshiners.”’ 

Ninety-six cases of makers and sellers of 
colored oleomargarine were sent by the state 
food commissioners to State's Attorney 
Wayman's office for prosecution, and an- 
nouncement was made that no immunity 
would be granted. 

The food commissioners based their broad- 
side attack upon the butterine manufac- 
turers and sellers, on the state law prohibi- 
ting the coloring of oleomargarine by any 
means. 


Moxley Drawn Into Inquiry. 

William J. Moxley, congress man from the 
Sixth Illinois district and among the biggest 
of the butterine producers, was drawn fur- 
ther into the federal investigation by Daniel 
Borts, confessed ‘‘ moonshiner,’: by evidence 
of courtroom statements from the congrese- 
man’s purchasing agent, Thomas W. Dud 
man, and by federal records. 

Bortz, who has pleaded guilty and already 
has made important admissions to Judge K. 
YM. Landis and Assistant District Attorney 
Robert W. Childs, promised to tell all he 
knows when his case comes up before Judge 
Landis tomorrow, and he claims to know a 
lot. 

Bortz accused Moxley of directly encourag- 
ing certain of the moonshiners by filling 
secret orders for white oleo. by furnishing 
coloring matter, and particularly in the case 
of Wiliam Broadwell-who was sentenced to 
six years in prison and to pay a $15,000 fine— 
by furnishing the white product at 1 cent a 
pound lese than to other customers.

WHEATON T0 MASK ITS FACE 


Architect Hunt Proposes Plaster 
Fronts for Buildings. 


“ENGLISH VILLAGE” EFFECT. 


Commercial Club Indorses Plan for 
Street Rejuvenation. 


A new front is to be plastered on Wheaton. 
By architectural sleight of hand, daring as 
it ts original, a street of ordinary amal) town 
buildings will be metamorphosed into an 
English village street pictureaque and unique. 

Aladdin with his lamp never worked a 
transformation more surprising: than was 
promised the Wheaton Commercial club last 
night with plans for the remodeling of the 
town presented by Architect Jarvis Hunt. 

In the place of building a new front fora 
single building Mr. Hunt would build a new 
front one, two, or three blocks long and set it 
up before the row of structures big and little 
that now filis up the business district. 

The idea is to construct a new front for 
every block that needs it, to have all these 
uniform and to let the buildings remain be- 
hind them just as they are. Carrying out 
such a suggestion will incur no great expense 
and yet will completely change the appear- 
ance of the town. 


Commercial Club Approves. 

Novel plans for this regeneration met with 
enthusiastic approval at the hands of the 
Commercial club, and President M. J. Pitts- 
ford was instructed to appoint committees 
to secure the consent of property ownergand 
to finance the project. An enthusiasm that 
refuses to brook delay may accomplish the 
transformation of Wheaton in a few months.

General Opinion at Capital-Is That Bill 


Is Killed. i

Springfield, III., March 1.—[{Special.]—The 
commission form of government bill hangs 
by a thread. The judgment of nearly every 
one except the most enthusiastic backers of 
the measure is that it is dead, with no hope 


of resurrection. 

The death blow was aimed at the measure 
when the conference report was handed in to 
the house late this afternoon. The confer- 
ence committee by unanimous vote had 
reached an agreement. It was the popular 
impression that the necessary seventy-seven 
votes for adoption of the conference report 
would be forthcoming without difficulty. 

There were seventy-five votes for the con- 
ference report and twelve against it. Repre- 
sentative Foster of Schuyler county changed 
his vote from yea to nay in order to make a 
parliamentary motion of reconsideration, 
which may come up tomorrow if there are 
enough commission form men in sight. The 
vote by which the report was spurned may 
be reconsidered, or a new conference may 
be requested by the house. “ 


Seek Way Out of Predicamient. | 

The senate has taken no action upon the 
conference report. Most strenuous efforts are 
being made by the downstate members and 
by leaders of the administration forces on 
both sides of the capitol to pull the house out 
of the predicament in which it found itself 
tonight.

CITY CAN OUST BILLBOARDS 


Missouri Supremg Court Plates 
Full Power with St. Louis. 


MENACE TO PUBLIC. 


SEES 


Decision Aid to Other Places Which Are 
Fighting the Evil. 


St. Louls, Mo., March 1.—[Special ]—Fifty 
per cent of the space now occupied by un- 
sightly billboards in St. Louis will be cleared 
by Building Commissioner Smith as the re- 
sult of an opinion handed down in the, Mis- 
souri Supreme court today. The decision 
gives to St. Louis the right to regulate and 
control advertising mediums. It upholde the 
validity of the St. Louis billboard ordinance 
and reverses the permanent injunction ob- 
tained by the Gunning Advertising system in 
the Circuit court here against Commizsioner 
Smith, the mayor, and chief of police. 

Judge Woodson expresses as his own opin- 


ion that not only has St. Louis the right to. 


regulate and control billboards and kindred, 
methods of advertising, but that they may 
be controlled by legislative enactment. This 
view is expected to result in the passage of 
drastic laws by the next legislature. 


at Sees Menace tq Public. 

The average billboard illustration, Judge 
Woodson holds, is a constant menace to pub- 
lice,safet®. health and morals, and constitute 
hiding places and retreats for criminals. This 
contention was made by former City Coun- 
selor Charles F. Bates in his argumente be- 
fore the Supreme court. 

“In a general statement.“ says the court 
decision, we might say that there is only 
one. virtue connected with this entire busi- 
news and that is the advertiging itself. This 
is a legitimate and honorable business it hon- 
orably and legitimately conducted. but every 
other feature and incident thereto have evil 

‘endencies and should, for that reason, be 
strictly regulated and controlled. The sign 
boards and billboards upon which this class 
of advertisements are displayed are constant 
menaces to the public safety and weliere of 
the city.” 


Result of Decision Widesprpad. 

The opinion contains 30,000 words. Its 
effect is expected to be countrywide, because 
of the general war that is being waged 
against bill boards by civic societies in all the 
large cities. 

The bill board fight began when the Gun- 
ning system two years ago enjoined the city 
authorities from interfering with its right 
to erect a triangular board on the site of Old 
Round Top market at Broadway and Biddle 
street. Photographs of St. Louis bill boards 
were used as exhibits before the Supreme 
court, giving the judges proofs of the viola- 
tion of the city ordinance. 

According to a recent report of the bill 
board committee of the Civic league, which 
hes been the leader in the fight, the total 
value of bill board construction in St. Louis 
amounts to $140,000. In some cases, it is 
said, the rental value from the bill boards 
amounts to more than it would if 4 one 
story business house was on the lot.

Mr. Kent was in- 
sistent that it be named the Jane Addams 
playground,” but she declined the honor and 
at her suggestion it was christened the Mar- 
shal Swenie , after the former fire chief. 

The formal notice of ouster from Mr. 
Kent, who has sold the property, came 
‘through his attorneys, Matz, Boyden & 
Fisher. In this letter the lawyers say: 

„Mr. Kent feels that a public playground, 
Ike a park, is a matter of public concern and 
should be provided by taxation of the public. 
It should be noted that he gave the use of the 
park free for fourteen years, while continuing 
to pay the taxes.” 


Substitute Site Picked Out.

Guard Rail of Strueture and 
Totters Over Street. 


Street and Pedestrians Flee 
for Their Lives. 


The lives of a dozen passengers and of a 
score of pedestrians were endangered when 
@ Northwestern “Li” Evanston express 
train left the track in rounding the turn at 
Fifth avenue and Van Buren street at 10:20 
o'clock last night. The front coach, the 
smoker, plunged over guard rails and 
through the light iron fencing on the outside 
of the structure until it hung out three feet 
over the structure. 
The firat intimation of the accidentweame 
with the grinding crash of shattered wood 
and steel as the heavy train left the track. 
Patrolman Conrad Schmidt of the central de- 
tail was walking under the structure at the 
time. His first intimation of danger came 
when à barrel of heavy iron track castings. 
erashed to the curbstone barely two feet 
from him. He glanced up and saw the front 
of the train moving out o the edge of the 
structure. 


5 People Run for Safety. 
„Get back! Run! he shouted to pedes- 
triane thronging the sidewaik, unconscious 
of danger. “The L train is coming over 
the structure.” 
Men and women ran for safety and the 
sidewalk was deserted until it was evident 
that the train had stopped and that there 
was no danger from the coach toppling over. 
On the train, which was No..16, Evanston 
express, the accident caused a momentary 
panic. As the first coach left the track and 
ground over the timbers the dosen men who 
occupied the smoker dashed for safety. The 
motorman stuck to his post long enough to 
jam on the brakes and bring the train toa 
stop and then ran back to the rear coaches. 
It's all right—just a breakdown for a 
few minutes, the guards explained to the 
passengers. ‘“ We'ligtake you all round to 
the next station.” 
The rear coaches were cut off and the train 
was run back beyond the switch tower, 
switched to the tracks of the Metropolitan 
L.“ and run west to the Franklin street 
} station, where the passengers debarked. 


Train Derailed on New Switch. 
The accident took place at a spot where 
workmen had been laying a new switch. 
Officiais were unable to give any reason why 
the car left the rails, and said the switch 
was apparently in perfect order. William 
Kranbergér was the motorman operaing 
the train. President Mason B. Starring of 
the company said he could not explain the 
accident until he had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the track. 

I suppose it was caused by the car riding 
up’ as it went around the curve,” he said. 
“I know of no other reason for the car 
being derailed.”’ ; 
There were six men riding in the front car, 
which was the smoker, according to the 
report made by Policeman Conrad Schmidt, 
one of the first persons to reach the scene of 
the accident. The two other cays contained 
more than forty men and women. 


Car Blocks Three Systems. 

After the accident the south side road was 
the only one which could operate trains 
around the loop. The derailed car blocked 
the three other systems. The Northwestern 
operated ite trains from the North Water 
street terminal and connected with shuttle 
traine running to Quincy street.

Pinchot Resumes His Testimony. 

When the session opened Attorney Pep- 
per began to question Mr. Pinchot as to the 
sequence of events following July 1, 1900, 
when the former forester said he first heard 
of the Cunningham claims through forest offi- 
clals in the west. 

Asked if there was anything unusual in the 
interference of the forest service Mr. Pinchot 
read a letter signed by President Roosevelt 
on May 17, 1905, directing the secretary of the 
interior to codperate with the forestry service 
as to lands in forest reserves and to adopt 
the services of findings as far as possible. 

The witness next told of his interview with 
Glavis at Spokane on Aug. 9, 1900. The meet- 
ing was not by appointment and Mr. Pinchot 
said he possibly had met Glavis once before; 
he was not sure. Glavis showed all his evi- 
dence. and spoke ng publishing the whole 
story 

Mr. Pinchot vend in evidence the letter of 
introduction he gave Glavis to the president. 
In this he stated he had known Glavis for 
several years.

President’s Letter to Pinchot. 

The president's letter to Mr. Pinchot in 
full was as follows: 

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 13, 1000.—My Dear 
Gifford: I inclose herewith a letter which I 
am, about to send to Secretary inger for 
such use as he sees fit, in reference to the 
charges made by Glavis against Secretary 
Ballinger, Pierce, Dennett, and Schwartz. 

I have reached this conclusion only after 
a full consideration of Glavis’ statement and 
their answers to it; but I never reached a 
conclusion based on a stronger conviction 
than is this one. 

„ Glavis seems to be a man who has ac- 
quired but one idea, and who has allowed his 
suspicions to grow to such a point as to be 
altogether disingenuous in the statement of 
evidence which he adduces to sustain his 
attack upon his superiors. 

I have made no reference to you in this 
letter, which probably will be made public, 
because I do not wish to bring you into the 
controversy at all. I have advised Mr. Bal- 
linger and his subordinates that I wish your 
name left out of the matter in their answers 
and references, should it become necessary, 
as is not unlikely, to send the whole record 
to congress. 

Sees Injustice to Ballinger. 

am aware, from the tone of your letter 
and from your conversation with me, that 
you did not gtye to Mr. Ballinger the confi- 
dence and trust which I do, and in this re- 
spect I think you do Mr. Ballinger injus- 
tice. 1 think you have allowed your en- 
thusiastic interest in the cause of conserva- 
tion and your impatience at leg:! obstacles 
and difficulties to mislead you in this re- 
gard, and that Glavis himself has led you to 
regard as suspicious a number of things 
which, when weighed in the light of all the 
circumstances now known, are lacking in 
evidential force to sustain such a previous 
charge as that of bad faith against officials 
who have heretofore shown themselves to be 
entirely trustworthy. 

“I write this to urge upon you that you 
do not make Glavis’ cause yours. You had 
no access to the records to which Giavis had 
access and you did not know the explana- 
tion for some of the things that he pointed 
out as suspicious which he ought to have 
made known to you and to me. 

J cannot for a minute permit him to re- 
main as a subordinate in the interior de- 
partment or in the public service. It would 
be fatal to proper discipline. On the other 
hand, I wish you to know that I have the 
utmost confidence in your conscientious de- 
sire to serve the government and the public, 
in the intensity of your purpose to achieve 
success in the matter of conservation of na- 
tional resources, and in the immense value 
of what you have done and propose to do with 
reference to forestry and kindred methods 
of conservation, and that I am thoroughly 
in sympathy with all of these policies and 
pro to do everything that I can to main- 
tan them, insisting only that the action for 
which I become responsible, or for which my 


be within the law. 
Would Prevent Hasty Action. 

“I write this letter in order to prevent 
hasty action on your part in taking up 
Giavis’ cause, or in objecting tb my sustain- 
ing Ballinger and his subordinates within the 
interior department as a reason for your 
withdrawing from the public service. 

“I should consider it one of the greatest 
losses my administration could sustain if 
you were to leave it, and I sincerely hope that 
you will not think that my action in writing 
the inclosed letter to Secretary Ballinger is 
reason for your taking a step of this charac- 
ter. When a man has been unjustly treated, 
as Secretary Ballinger has been in the man- 
ner pointed out in the letter, a copy of which 
I send you, it is my duty as his chief, with 
the knowledge that I have of his officia] in- 
tegrity his lack of culpability, to declare 
it to the public and do him justice, however

spects.

Reads Reply to Taft Letter. 

Mr. Pinchot also ggad his reply to the presi- 
dent, dated Nov. 4, 1900, in which he renewed 
his criticism of Secretary Ballinger. 

The witness said he talked with President 
Taft about the Ballingr-Glavis matter in Salt 
Lake last September. 

Mr. Pepper, counsel for the witness, here 
publicly announced that Mr. Pinchot desired 
to acquiesce in the view of Mr. Vertrees that 
conversations with the president should not 
be repeated. 

The witness declared, however, that he 
was breaking no seal of confidence in giv- 
ing out letters to and from the president. 

Mr. Pepper read a letter written on Nov. 6 
last to President Taft by former Secretary 
of the Interior James R. Garfield, in which he, 
too, sharply criticised Mr. Ballinger. 


Ballinger’s Reply in Evidence. 

There was next read Secretary Ballinger's 
reply to President Taft regarding the Gar- 
field and Pinchot letters. In this letter Mr. 
Ballinger said: 

“I am convinced that much of the animus 
against me is due to the fact that I have had 
to find so many of my predecessor's acts 
were without warrant of law.” 

Mr. Pinchot asserted that Ballinger in his 
letter had been guilty of three misrepre- 
sentations to the president. He wished to 
point out the first of these, he said, by the 
declaration that the letter and the exhib- 
its dont match.“ 

Mr. Pinchot said the letter referred to 
reclamation withdrawals, whereas the ex- 
hibite cited by Mr. Ballinger referred 
wholly to withdrawals made under a super- 
vigory power. 

The witness declared that former Secre- 
tary Garfield often had told him he had told 
Secretary Ballinger he believed the Cun- 
ningham claims to be fraudulent, whereas 
Mr. Ballinger sought to give the impression 
that Mr. Garfield had not made any such 
statements. 5 

Pinchot Springs a Surprise. 

A decided surprise came at this point in the 
development that Mr. Pinchot's charge that 
Mr. Ballinger had in his reply to the presi- 
dent made statements that were “ absolute- 
ly false in three essential particulars,” were 
not based upon Mr. Ballinger's letter, but 
upon a letter written by Mr. Ballinger’s for- 
mer law partner, J. T. Roneld, to Dr. Lyman 
Abbott. Mr. Ballinger had sent this letter to 
the president as a part of his defense, ac- 
cording to the witness. 

Mr. Ronald, in his letter, said that without 
knowledge of the records he felt no hesita- 
tion in contending in behalf of Mr. Ballinger 
that Special Agent Jones never made a re- 
port dealing with the Cunningham claims; 
that the order revoking the clearing list of 
the Cunningham clai was not based upon 


A protest by Glavis, and that Mr. Ballinger 


never appeared before a congressional] com- 
mittee in the interest of any Alaska clahn- 
ants. 

Mr. Pinchot said it appeared from a copy 
of Mr. Ronald's letter, which he read that 
the writer based his statements on a maga- 
zine. article containing charges, against 
which were noted the marginal notes no- 
in Mr. Ballinger’s handwriting. 


Pinchot Is Cross Examined. 

At this point came the clash with Secretary 
Garfield, and, after the latter had testified, 
the cross-examination of Mr. Pinchot was 
begun by Attorney Vertrees, counsel for 
Secretary Ballinger. 

How old are you?” he asked. 

“ Forty-four or 48, replied My. Pinchot. 

Mr. Vertrees sougfit to develop the infer- 
ence that Mr. Pinchot felt aggrieved at his 
dismissal from the government service. Mr. 
Pinchot objected to this line of questioning. 
He said he was not insubordinate, however, 
and he felt that to that extent an injustice 
had been done him. 

Mr. Vertrees then sought to question. the 
witness as to his motives for not swearing to 
his preliminary statement to the committee, 
in which he charged Mr. Ballinger with 
falsehood. The entire committee soon got 
into a controversy over the objection, which 
was interposed by Attorney Pepper. 


Witness Admits Mistakes. 


Mr. Vertrees read three statements from a 
letter addressed by Mr. Pinchot to President 
Taft at the time that Glavis was seeking an 
interview with the president. 

‘You state that by official action your 
office stopped the issuance of patents to the 
Cunningham claimants’ said Mr. Vertrees. 
Is that true?“ 

„That was a mistake,“ said Mr. Pinchot. 

** Secondly,’’ said Mr. Vertrees, you stated 
to the president that as a result of Mr. Bal- 
linger’s action in restoring waterpower sites 
withdrawn by Secretary Garfield valuable 
lands containing power sites had passed 
from the government. Is that true?“ 

“That was a mistake,” answered Mr. 
Pinchot. 

Asked if the whole framework éf his letter 
to the president was not inaccurate Mr. 
Pinchot replied: 

The question whether I made mistakes 
or not is not essential. The president would 
have seen Glavis anyway.“ 

Mr. Vertrees sought to draw out from the 
witness the fact that there was a general 
movement on foot to discredit Secretary 
Ballinger. 

“I don’t recognize a movement against 
Mr. Ballinger,“ he said.

By the of this new agreement the 
leaders of. the two houses transfer to the 
president's shoulders the burden of any fight 
that may developgon the part of insurgents 
of the senate or house, or on the part of other 
western members who believe that certain 
amendments are vital to the successful oper- 
ation of the railroad and postal savings bank 
bills. 

The Cannon and Aldrich organizations 
have promised to pass: 

The railroad law amendments. 

The postal savings bank bill. 

One conservation bill. 

The bill to define the scope of federal in- 
junctions, 

Bar Objectionable Amendments. 

They have agreed to pass these bills with- 
out any amendments distasteful to the pres- 
ident provided the president will assume the 
responsibility of the fight on such amend- 
ments. This, it is inderstood, Mr. Taft has 
agreed to do. No amendments offered in 
either house to the two important bills, the 
railroad law and postal savings bank bills, 
will be allowed to creep into the measures un- 
less they are acceptable to the president. 

The president, Speaker Cannon, Senator 
Aldrich, and bis first lieutenants, Senator 
Crane and Attorney General Wickersham, 
perfected the legislative plan at a lengthy 
conference at the White house today. It is 
conceded tonight that the bills specified by 
the president can be passed. 

The result of the deal made by the leaders 
of the two houses leaves with the president, 
however, full responsibility for opposing 
Clapp and Cummins in the senateé, Mann and 
Stevens in the house, and other members of 
both houses who declare that the adminis- 
tration bills are not satisfactory in their 
present form. 

The house is to be handled by caucus. The 
Cannon forces recognize that no rule can be 


| brought in to expedite the passage of any of 


the bills. unless the Republiean caucus whips 
a majority of the house into Une and binds 
it to the support of the organization. This 


fact is well known to the president, and the. 


plan has been indorsed by him. 
Senate to Act on Two Bills First. 


The postal savings and railroad bills are 
to be passed in the senate first and then sent 
to the house. Meantime the house is to 
work upon the supply and appropriation 
bills in an attempt to clean up the slate 
before the administration bills are taken up. 

The decision of the senate leaders that the 
Arizona and New Mexico statehood bills 
must go by the board for political reasons 
met with strenuous objection from the pres!- 


dent at today’s conference. Senators Crane 


and Aldrich insisted that these bills must 
be given up, but the president has not yet 
agreed to that plan. The statehood measures 
stand fifth in his list of desired bills, but 
the probability of their passage is remote. 

Today's conference marked a most impor- 
tant development in the progress of the 
legislative program of the president. Re- 
peated protests from the White house have 
failed to move the two houses to the enact- 
ment of any of his desired bills. The Aidrich 
and Cannon forces have refused to concede 
any points that would break their hold on 
the situation, and have, succeeded in de- 
veloping situations where the president 
takes contro] of the two houses through the 
hands of these organizations and wields a 
whip through them in the support of his de- 
sired legislation. 

The president believes that such action is 
demanded at the present time in order to ac- 
complish the fulfillment of any of the pledges 
of the Republican party platform. He has 
endeavored to reconcile the various factions, 
and that without success, largely because of 
his determination to work through discredit- 
ed leaders of the two houses. 

Insurgents Not in Placid Mood. 

The insurgents tonight doubt whether the 
house can be swung by the party caucus 
without most extraordinary efforts on the 
part of the president. While many of the 
ineurgents favor the bills which he desires 
to pase, they are bitter over the prospect of 
being driven under the Cannon whip wielded 
through thg caucus and with the president's 
authority. 

The Cannon supporters, on the other hand, 
are jubilant over what they consider the rec-

VOTES INCREASE IN THE NAVY. 


House Committee Seeks Construction 
of Two Battl Four Subma- 
rines, om Other Vessels. 


Washington, D. Cu. C.. March 1L—The house 
committee on naval affairs today voted for 
the construction of two battleships. one re- 
pair ship, two fleet colliers, and four sub- 
marines. 

This represents the naval increase for the 
present year and is practically the same as 
urged by President Taft. 

The two battl ps will be of either 26,000 
or .27,000 tons displacement. Their cost will 
be about $11,000,000 each. 

Protest by 500 Ministers. 

Boston, Mass., March 1.—A remonstrance 
against a further increase of the American 
navy, signed by 500 clergymen of Boston 
and vicinity, representing all denominations, 
was forwarded to Washington tonight to be 
presented to congress. The remonstrance 
urges international arbitration.

New York, March 1.—[Special.]—John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. has resigned as a director 
of the United States Steel corporation. E. H. 
Gary, chairman of the board, in making the 
announcement, said this afternoon that the 
only reason for Mr. Rockefeller’s resigning 
was that the holding of stock by the Rocke- 
feller family was too small to justify Rocke- 
feller in giving any time or attention to the 
business of the corporation. Henry Walters, 
president of the Atlantic Coast Line com- 
pany, wae elected to succeed Mr. Rocke- 
feller on the board.

Henry. Would Compel Their 
Extradition to New Jersey 
to Stand Trial. 


SEEKS TO GAIN RECORDS. 


Prosecutor Asks Court to Force 
‘the National Company to 
Give Data. 


Washington, D. C., March 1—A bill which, 
if passed, would declare the members of the 
“ beef trust,” recently indicted in New Jer- 
sey, fugitives’ from justice and compel their 
extradition to New Jersey to stand trial for 
alleged Hlegal combination and monopoly, 
was introduced today by Representative 
Henry (Dem,) of Texas, a member of the 
house judiciary committee. 

“The individuals composing the beef trust 
who have been indicted by a New Jersey 
grand jury.“ seid Mr. Henry, are endeavor- 
ing to hide behind thé proposition that they 
have transacted no business in the state of 
New Jersey, and. therefore, could not have 
committed a crime there because they were 
not personally present. This * an old dodge. 
an elusive method of escaping punishment.” 


Wants Courts’ Powér Curbed. 

The Henry bill provides that the demand 
of an executive authority of one state upon 
that of another state, and accompanied by a 
copy of an indictment or affidavit, shall be 
“indisputable proof for the authorities to 
actupon. It also provides that the order for 
the arrest of a person wanted under those 
conditions shall not be inquired into, modi- 
fied, disputed, or invalidated in any court of 
the state or territory to which such person 
has fied, nor shall any such court or tribunal 
have any power to release such person.“ 

My amendment plainly means,“ seid Mr. 
Henry, “that although those individuals 
composing the beef trust in Chicago have not 
been present in New Jersey they have caused 
the execution of their crimes on New Jersey 
soll. If they have not committed a crime 
they can well afford to make their Gefense 
in 4 honorable way before New Jersey 
courts.”

DALAI LAMA IN DARJILING; 
GREAT CROWDS WELCOME HIM. 


Buddhists Gather in Throngs to See 
Approach of Deposed Ruler of 
Tibet, Fleeing from Chinese. 


DARJILING, British, India, March 1—The 
dalai lama, the religtous head of the Bud- 
ists, who fled from Lassa two weeks ago 
and more recently was deposed as head of 

the Tibetan government, arrived bere this 
afternoon. 

A big procession of Buddhista met the 
Tibetan pope some distance from the city 
and escorted him with great ceremony. 

The dalai lama rode in a magnificent yel- 
low sedan chair, borne by richly caparisohed 
‘flunkies. His progress was frequently halted 
by hysterical women craving permission to 
touch the high priest's garments or thrust- 
‘ing up babes to be blessed) 

The dalai lama and his suite were installed 
Pin the Druid hotel, the lama himself occu- 
Ppying the top floor, as ne one is permitted to 
sleep on a higher level than he. His bed 
chamber is draped throughout with yellow 
silk. There is an altar in the corner of the 
room and incense lamps burn inceseantly 
before images of Buddha, which were espe- 
cially brought here from Gartok by the 


maharajah of Sikkim. 


LIBERALS WIN A BY-ELECTION. 


Irish Shown to Have Supported Minis- 
terial Candidate in Contest ’ 
at St. Georges. 


-(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

“LONDON, March 1.—The first by-election 
since the general election has resulted al- 
most identically with the outcome of the lat- 
ter. A vacancy was caused in the St. George's 
division of the Tower hamiets by the ap- 
pointment of William Wedgwood Benn, Lib- 
eral, as a Junior lord of the treasury and 
parHlamentary whip. 

It wae in connection with this contest that 
Mr. Redmond, the Irish leader, finally 
squeezed Premier Asquith into submission 
to the demand of the United Irish league 
that the government must seek guarantees 
from the king that the house of lords veto 
measure shall be passed this year or ſt could 
not have the Irish vote in support of govern- 
ment candidates at by-elections. 

The result today is regarded as a reflex of 
Mr. Asquith's climb down, as the figures 
show the Irish supported the government 

candidate. The contestants were the same 
as before, and Mr. Benn won by a majority 
of 509. His previous majority was 434.

Tod Domingo De Obaidia Succumbs to 
Heart Disease, Which Attacked 
Him on Friday. 


+ PANAMA, March 1.—Jose Domingo de 

Obaidia, president of Panama, died from 
heart disease at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon.

Politics Not Considered. 


Assistant Food Commissioner John H. 
Newman peraonally has directed the work 
of preparing the cases. When asked wheth- 
er Congressman Moxley was to be prose- 
cuted under this law he indicated 2 
that political considerations were not to en- 
ter into the investigations, and said: 

“We are going to prosecute all violators 
of the law without discrimination. The big 
concerns as well as the small ones must ob- 
serve the law. 

This law has been upheld by the Supreme 
court in every particular and by unanimity 
of opinion, There is no reason why it should 
not be enforced, and we are going to enforce 
it. It was doubtless enacted for the pro- 
tection of the dairymen of Illinois, and if

Eliminate the “Moonshiners.” 

“I see nothing in it to prevent the sale of 
the uncolored butterine or oleomargarine 
as such. It ns want to buy such prod- 
ucts and they’are us colored they will have 
the same opportunity as before. but there’ 
will be no chance for peddiers and moon- 
shiners ' to put anything over on the public. 

There has been a great increase in the 
number of ‘tea and coffee’ stores, many of 
which make their principal business that of 
retailing butterine as ‘creamery’ and 
‘dairy’ ‘butter. We have seen instances 
where two grades of butter were offered in 
a store, the one at 22 cents a pound and the 
other at 29 cents, when both were taken dut 
of the same tub which contained buttérine 
or oleomargarine. 

“There is getting to be an alarming in- 
crease inthe number of little tea and coffee 
stores all through the city. They sell coffee 
and tea at cost prices, taking the business 
away from the grocers and regular retailers, 
centent to make all of their profit by selling 
butterine at dairy and creamery butter 
pricea”™ 

The cases of the state commission will be 
prosecuted in the Muntcipal courts in Chi- 
cago just as the old cases of misrepresenting 
the product were tried. Because of the 
crowded condition of the calendars of these 
courts the assistant commissioner was given 
no assurance that any of them would be 
begun before March 24.

Not far away is 
another house of worship, especially interesting 
from its history. It is a little affair, looking 
like a big cheese resting on a square soap box. 
It lacks adornment; but makes up for it in its 
supposed age. It is believed to have been a 
pagan temple of worship, built in the second 
century B. C. During the time of Constantine 
the Great it was converted into a Christian 
temple and later by the Turks into a mosque. 
It is preserved today as a national relic. 

The city receives its chief distinction from 
its palaces, among which is the great palace 
of the czar and those of the various ministers 
of the cabinet. Many foreign countries have 
bullt fine palaces for their legations. The Ital- 
fans occupy an exceedingly beautiful white 
stone palace, of Italian renaissance style. The 
home of the Austrian legation is even larger 
and more imposing, but lacks the grace and 
beauty of the Italian edifice. Russia, Germany, 


and other countries have good buildings. The 


Russians are now building a small but very tail 
chapel for their legation. One looks in vain 
for any building fiying the stars and stripes. 
In fact, 
United States to Sofla, consular or other- 
wise, resides in Bucharest, our minister and 
consul general being accredited not only to 
Roumania but to Bulgaria and Servia. 


National N. and Library. 


Next to the cathedral the most imposing 
building in the city is the National theater. 
It ts about as good as the National opera house 
in Vienna. The theater is under the control of 
the state minister of public instruction. Near by 
is the handsome building of the National library, 
but its collection of books, as might be ex- 
pected, is not great, and the annual expenditure 
for new books is only $2,000. The present 
librarian was formerly director of the National 
theater, and has been untiring in his work of 
preserving the folk songs of Bulgaria. 

The new Art school stands near the edge of 
the city beyond the cathedral. Its size is now 
being doubled by an additional building. The 
school has 180 students and a staff of ten teach- 
ers. The work which is being done, especially 
in sculpture and in ceramics, is of a high order. 

In the new building of the minister of public 
instruction are several rooms devoted to the 
exposition of the most. modern and up to date 
methode of pedagogy. Practically all the ma- 
terial is of German origin. The material for 
use in the secondary schools, in the national 
history classes, seems unusually complete. There 
are also full series illustrating economic botany, 
mineralogy, and physics. 

The growth of the University of Sofia has 
been remarkable. One wonders where the stu- 
dents all come from. It by no means represents 
the total number of Bulgarian students doing 
university work. Many of those who can at- 
ford it study abroad, especially in Vienna or 
in the Swiss universities. A few also go ‘to 
Berlin and Paris. I think that every minister 
and every state official that I have met has been 
educated abroad, and practically without ex- 
ception they speak both German and French 
and some of them English. 


Lecture on English Literature. 


When I visited the university to see a certain 
professor, I found him lecturing in Fielding and 
Smollet to a class of 150, men and women, the 
rooms literally packed, with students standing 
in the alsies. The students looked much like 
students the world over, but as compared with 
a smaller group of our own, one notes the pre- 
dominan of the brunette type, They im- 
pressed as averaging a trifie older than our 
own students and as taking thelr work more 
seriously. 4

Hall of Parliament. 


The home of the national sobranje, from the 
outside, looks much like the theater. Inside 
there is a wide corridor running entirely around 
the building. This corridor opens into a lofty 
and beautiful hall, where parliament meets, 
Back of the president's platform are large por- 
traits of the royal family. On two of the outer 
sides of the corridor are offices, where the ca>- 
inet ministers are to be found when parlia- 
ment is in session. At the rear of the building 
is a large café and restaurant and a reading 
and lounging room. Here are to be found the 
leading newspapers and journals of Europe, I 
saw several London papers, but none from Amer- 
ica. One looks a long time in southeastern Eu- 
rope for American.products. Apparently an oc- 
casional sewing machine, typewriter, or phono- 
graph is about the extent of Amercan trade with 
the Balkans. 

In front of the parliament building is an im- 
posing bronze equestrian statue of the Russian 
czar, Alexander II., sometimes spoken of as the 
“Liberator of Bulgaria.” Beyond is a park, 
recently laid out, and a szodlogical garden. A 
large number of public buildings other than those 
I have mentioned, together with new schools, 
both state and private, add to the dignity of 
the city. What is new is well done. The old is 
mean and shabby.

More interesting than the buildings of mod- 
ern Sofia is the life in its streets. Here the 
new comes in close contact with the old. Mak- 
ing way for the auto carriages of the postal 
service and @ few automobiles of the well to do 
are ragged gipsies, men with gaunt open 
breasts and women with Mohammedan trousers, 
of all the colors of the rainbow. A smart car- 
riage drives up in front of the hotel, followed 
by three ponies laden with charcoal from the 
mountains. Behind a smart delivery, wagon 
comes a tall, angular peasant in white home- 
spun loaded with embroidery, with his arms 
full of live geese, turkeys, or chickens. Then 
comes an ancient Jew, in rusty, greasy garb, 
with long shaggy whiskers, bearing a tray, held 
in position by a strap over his shoulder, laden 
with bread. At certain hours of the day news- 
boys shout out their cries with as much vim 
and vigor as they do in Chicago. 

The shops are honest shops, no one of great 
size, and one looks in vain for any broad ex- 
panse of plate glass windows, revealing within 
long rows of diamond set jewelry. I have 
also looked in vain for a really good book store 
It is infinitely easier to buy postcards, pho- 
tographs, and newspapers than books. Sofia 
has apparently reached the height of the post- 
card and chromo craze. On an old wall sur- 
rounding one of the mosques, by actual calou- 
lation, are displayed each day for the edifica- 
tion of the passersby, at least 15,000 postcards. 
On another wall are as many hundred highly 
colored chromos. There must be a demand for 
thése things or they would not be displayed at 
such great labor. 


People Sober and Earnest. 


Lite in the streets is picturesque, but apart 
from the newsboys, quiet and gober. The more 
I see of the Bulgarians the more I am im- 
pressed with their sobriety, carnestness, and 
honesty.

NICARAGUAN DEATH LIST 
‘GROWS; 225 DIED IN BATTLE. 


Searchers Find Victims Over Large 
Area—350 Reported Wounded 
American Escapes by Lucky Chance. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 1.—Gradu- 
ally the casualty list of the battles between 
the government and insurgent forces at 
‘Tisma and Tipitapa has increased. 
now it is estimated that no fewer than 225 
men were killed and 350 wounded. Searchers 
have come upon bodies scattered over a large 
territory, as ff the wounded had died at- 
‘tempting to drag themselves to refuge. 

It is known now that Capt. Godfrey Fowler, 
who was in command of Gen. Chamorro’s 
machine guns and who was wounded in 
the left leg, succeeded in escaping capture, 
thanks to a conservative, who concealed the 
rican for twoedays at his hacienda. All 
accounts agree that Capt. Fowler on the one 
side and Gen. Lara on the other were the 
heroes of the Tisma battle. 

The effectiveness of the American's ma- 
chine guns was appalling. Gen. Lara 


was shot under him and he miraculously es- 
caped death. He shot five of his own men 
who wavered in the charge. 

Capt. Fowler worked the crank of one of 
the guns spasmoditally, to economize the 
ammunition, which was scarce. Finally a 
bullet found a resting plece in his leg, 
above the ankle, and he was dragged to the 


rear by his men.

Questioned about the high cost of uving, 
Mr. Patten said: 

“The cost of living will remain nich as 
long as we remain extravagant. The high

Ridicules War on “Beef wrest 

Mr. Patten ridiculed the action of the Hud- 
son county officials in their prosecution of the 
so-called * beef trust.“ He said: 

“That action was brought about by politi- 
cians in order to boom a certain man for gov- 
ernor. Beef prices are high because there 
are not enough cattle to supply the demand. 
You don’t think for a moment, do you, the 
packers would hold beef back if they had it 
and raise prices? This talk of a ‘ gentle- 
man’s agreement between the various pack- 
ers, independent and otherwise, is all rat. 
There could not be such an agreement, as 
the packers do not trust each other. When 
the big beef men are put on the witness d 
they will demonstrate the truth of what) I 
am telling you.” 

Mr. Patten admitted that he was a bull in 
both cotton and wheat, saying: “I am an 
optimist, first, last, and always.“ 

He denied there ever was any “ big four” 
in the cotton market, as has been 
stated, composed of himself, James és, 
Brown, and Haynes. |

Quality Exceptional -for the Season; 
Speculators Lose Money. 


| Three million, five hundred and eighty- 
four thousand, five hundred and twenty eggs 
were thrown on the wholesale market yes- 
terday. The number sounds impressive, and 
it impressed receiyers sufficiently to lead 
them into announcing a reduction of 1% cents 
@ dozen in prices. 
Continual recessions in the price of eggs 
since last Thursday have brought values to 
a level seldom seen at this seasog of the year, 
and this circumstance is accofded especial 
significance when the high cost of other food 
products is considered. 
With mutton and lamb selling at record 
prices; live hogs at figures that make pork 
chops almost an unobtainable luxury; and 
calves held at such high prices that many re- 
tail butchers have stopped handling the hind 
quarters, which are the most expensive part 
of the dressed carcass, Chicago housewives 
may feast on newly laid eggs, direct from 
southwestern farms, at a cost fully 25 per 
cent lower than that of a few weeks ago. 


Quality Better than Usual. 


“Cold storage eggs have been disposed of 
and the eggs on the market now are of the 
finest quality produced at any season of the 
year,”’ said A. W. Hale, secretary of the but- 
ter and egg board. Besides the quality, the 
cheapness of the eggs ought to prove attrac- 
tive to housewives, 
Recent reductions in prices have brought 
strictly fresh eggs to where they should be 
obtainable by the consumer at 24 to 26 cents 
a dozen. It is only a short time ago that 
the cost was 34 to 88 cents. Wholesalers are 
anxious to keep supplies from accumulating 
on the market at this time and they are 
giving the retailers the full benefit of the 
decline. It is up to the consumer to seé that 
he also is given the same consideration.“ 


Surprise to the Speculators. 


Speculators who were thoughtful enough 
of the consumer’e welfare to store away 
thousands of cases of eggs last fall so that 
prices would not go too high during the 
winter were so surprised to see values re- 
cede almost immediately after the storage 
stocks were consumed that they tried to 
check the downward tendency of prices by 
coming back into the market and buying all 
the stock that did not go into immediate 
consumption, 

They got hold of fair sized lines, but re- 
ceipts came too fast for them, and yester- 
day’s decline put another dent in their cash, 
which was in a not too healthy state after 
one of the most unprofitable storage sea- 
sons in the history of the trade. Rumors 
along Sopth Water street were to the effect 
that many of these dealers in future pros- 
pects had been badly bitten and the mar- 
ket ie expected to be particularly free from 
speculation for the next few months.

River Men Will Ask Assurance of Gov- 
ernment Co-operation. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDPNT.} 
Washington, D. C., March 1 
The mere construction of the proposed lakes 
tothe gulf waterway will not of itself produce 
cemmerce, a to the admissione made 
today by the witnesses at the hearing on the 
river and harbor bill before the senate com- 
mittee on commerce. Other contributing in- 
r egg will be necessary, among them being 


Legislation preventing the railroads from 
lowering their rebates long enough to stifie 
waterway competition. 

Ample provisions for terminal facilities 
along the entire waterway. 

Confidence among water carriers that the 
federal government will maintein the water- 
Way without interruption. 

Robert S. Taylor, a member of the Miseis- 
sippi river commission, amitted that there 
already was a waterway ntained from 
Cairo to New Orleans of sufficient depth to 
accommodate a teeming commerce in shal- 
low draft vessels such as are employed on 
the Rhine. But he was compelled to confess 


that there was no commerce of this charac. 


ter worth mentioning, and that even that 
which existed a decade ago had vanished. 


Interests Become Discouraged. 

“ Why is not this waterway used more as 
it is?’ asked Chairman Frye. 

“Well, in the first place, the commercial 
interests became discouraged,’’ replied Mr. 
Taylor. Their boats wore out while they 
were waiting for the government to carry 
out improvements in the river, and besides 
it was uncertain whether congress would 
continue the appropriations. We had been 
given about $2,000,000 a year and had been 
able to construct only about twenty-eight 
miles of channel. We figured that it would 
take us fifty years to construct a channel 
from Cairo to New Orleans at that rate of 
progress. Naturally what commerce there 
was went to pleces in the face of this pros- 
pect. | 

“It will not be possible to restore this 
traffic to the Mississippi until new boats are 
bullt, and that will not be until the water 
carriers no longer fear the railroads. First 
they want to have confidence that the gov- 
ernment will build and maintain the channel. 
Secondly, they want protection against the 
fatal and ruinous competition of the rail- 
roads. In my opinion the government ought 
to limit the right of railwaye to cut rates in 
competition with the waterways.” 

What would you say to a statute au- 
thorizing the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. to prohibit the restoration of a railroad 
rate that had been lowered temporarily for 
the exprese purpose of crushing waterway 
competition?’ asked Senator Burton of Ohio: 

“It would go a long way toward encour- 
aging waterway commerce, vreplled Mr. 
Taylor, 0 : 

‘Suggests Terminal Solution. 

Mr. Burton also called attention to the fact 
that waterway commerce cannot grow until 
ample termina) facilities are provided, and 
it was suggested that this duty might be im- 
posed upon the river municipalities. 

Mr. Taylor pleaded for the retention. of 
the $4,000,000 appropriation for the lower 
Mississippi and explained how it would be 
practicable to create a fourteen foct depth by 
combination dredging ope ons and nat- 
ural deepening that w result from the 
increased employment revetments to pre- 
vent the erosion of the river’s banks. 

Capt. W. D. Hamilton, a shipmaster for 
the Hines Lumber company of Chicago, told 
how his lake vessels carrying lumber could 
navigate the proposed fourteen foot channel!

APPELLATE COURT DEALS NEW

Affirms Injunction Restraining Loan 


Firm from Suing Corporation in Effort 
to Collect Assignment of Wages.

An injunction was granted restraining the 
Consolidated Agencies company from bring- 
ing suits against the National Biscuit com- 
pany to collect an assignment of wages given 
by William C. Walsh, an employé. 

Walsh was indebted to Robert J. Jeffs and 
assigned his wages to him. Later Waleh 
filed a bankruptcy petition, and Jeffs had 
assigned his claim to the Consolidated Agen- 
cles company. 

The loan company sued the biscuit com- 
pany, against which a judgment of $125 was 
entered. Judge Barnes then issued the in- 
junction. It also held that a justice of the 
peace has no jurisdiction over a corporation 
having its principal office in Chicago.

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A plea for the cotperation of carriers and 
shippers in the work of the interstate com- 
merce commission and an indorsement of 
the Court of Commerce proposed by the ad- 
ministration were the keynotes of an ad- 
dress by Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Z. E. Clark yesterday before an audience 
of 825 railroad officials and shippers at the 
monthly luncheon of the Traffic club. 

Commissioner Clark outlined some of the 
difficulties encountered by the commission, 

The twilight gone in which we work makes 
it dificult to determine just what are our 
rights and what are the rights of the rail- 
roads,” he said. The commission performs 
a legislative work, not a judicial, None of 
us knew just what our rights were under the 
law, and it became necessary to interpret 
it through a series of judicial opinions, The 
railroads, the shippers, and the commission 
would like to see changes in some parts 
of the law. We are not reaching out for 
more power, but would like to see the law 
made so chear that it can be undestood by 
all and so the commission can tell how far 
it ought to go. 


For a Court of Commerce. j 


“The Supreme court in a recent opinion 
declared a prime essential of the interstate 
commerce law is.uniformity in its enforce- 
ment. Along the same lines the present ad- 
ministration has conceived the idea of having 
a court of commerce, with legal powers co- 
extensive with the legislative functions of 
the commission and not open to the differing 
opinions of courts with equal jurisdiction. 

Some people have opposed the court on 
the grounds that special courts are not de- 
sirable, but the constitution stands as a safe- 
guard and all things are being specialized to 
such an extent that, in my opinion, we may 
with all propriety g¢_a step farther and 
specialize in the judicial branch of the gov- 
ernment. 

Harmony. helpfulness, and cotperation on 
the part of all concerned are necessary if 
the ‘commission is to be of benefit. The 
commission could no more hope to administer 
the law alone than the government could 
‘enforce the laws ‘against counterfeiting 
without the assistance of the public: 

“The problem is difficuk because of the 
conditions of development which we have 
to face, If the country were already perfect- 
ly developed it would be comparatively easy 
to fix the proper relationship between rates 
and communities, but the country and the 
railroads have grown up together in a con- 
dition of competition, and when you come to 
apply well defined prineiples at one fell swoop 
you do more harm than good.“
